VOTE WAS 13-l-(US)-0, WITH CHINA NOT PARTICIPATING IN VOTE. 

EGYPTIAN FONMIN AND JORDANIAN REP SPOKE AT OUTSET AND AFTER 
EXPLANATIONS OF VOTES, AND ISRAELI REP REITERATED ONLY 
SOLUTION LAY IN NEGOTIATIONS. SCALI HOPED ONE DAY REALITY 
WOULD BE FACED THAT "JOB OF PEACE IN AREA-PROCEDURES 
AND ITS CONTENTS-MUST BE ASSUMED BY PARTIES THEMSELVES 
IN UNPREJUDICED WAY." 

EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL-ZAYYAT STATED INTER ALIA EGYPT WOULD 
PREFER SHORT RES ORDERING UNCONDITIONAL END OF OCCUPATION 
AND RESPECT FOR ALL RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS BUT IN DEFERENCE 
TO WILL OF WORLD IT INSTEAD ACCEPTED EIGHT-POWER DRAFT. 

THAT DRAFT MEANT WITHDRAWAL FROM OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, 

COMPLIANCE WITH JARRING'S AIDE MEMOIRE, RECOGNITION OF 
RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS, AND NO CHANGES IN OCCUPIED 
TERRITORIES. AFFIRMATIVE VOTE WOULD MEAN THOSE COUNTRIES 
WERE FOR JUST PEACE; NEGATIVE VOTE WOULD BE DISREGARD 
OF CHARTER AND. IN EFFECT, DECLARING EGYPT SHOULD 
"SURRENDER TO ISRAEL" AND NEGOTIATE WHAT PART OF EGYPTIAN 
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TERRITORY TO GIVE AWAY OR GO AND FIGHT. HE THANKED 
COUNTRIES 

INDIVIDUALLY OR BY GROUPS FOR THEIR SUPPORT. JARRING 
MEMO, "SO-CALLED IMPEDIMENT TO PEACE," WOULD IN FUTURE 
"BE SHOWN TO BE BEST PIECE OF PAPER OFFERED ISRAEL" AND 
EGYPT STILL ACCEPTED IT, UNTIL AND UNLESS IT WAS VETOED, 

HE CONCLUDED. 

SHARAF (JORDAN) STATED SC RES MUST: CALL FOR ISRAELI 
WITHDRAWAL FROM ALL TERRITORIES OCCUPIED IN 1967; 

MUST ENDORSE RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS; CONDEMN CONTINUED 
OCCUPATION; ALLOCATE RESPONSIBILITY FOR FAILURE OF UN’S 
PEACE EFFORTS; DENY VALIDITY OF ISRAELI CHANGES IN OCCUPIED 
TERRITORIES; AND RESTATE SOLUTION TO PROBLEM LAY WITHIN CHARTER 
FRAMEWORK. JORDAN, HE SAID. WOULD CONTINUE WORK TOWARD END

-EXPLANATIONS OF VOTE-- 

DE GUIRINGAUD (FRANCE) SAID TEXT WAS RESULT OF EXTENSIVE 
CONSULTATIONS, MET BASIC NEEDS REGARDING ME SITUATION, 

AND ESTABLISHED BASIS FOR LASTING PEACE IN REGION. SEN 
(INDIA) ASSERTED CONDITIONS SIMPLY DID NOT EXIST FOR 
NEGOTIATIONS AND DRAFT AIMED AT BRINGING ABOUT SUCH FAVORABLE 
CONDITIONS. HE WAS GLAD SYG WOULD BE VISITING AREA-NO 
SC RES NEEDED FOR THAT. BOYD (PANAMA) THOUGHT DRAFT CON- 
TAINED CONSTRUCTIVE ELEMENTS SUPPORTED BY MAJORITY TO 
BRING ABOUT SOLUTION TO ME PROBLEM. MALIK (USSR) STATED 
POSITION OF NON-ALIGNED CO-SPONSORS WAS "ALMOST FULLY 
IN KEEPING WITH POSITION OF SOCIALIST COUNTRIES." HE WOULD 
HAVE PREFERRED STRONGER RES, POINTING OUT "SERIOUS 
SHORTCOMING" WAS FAILURE EMPHASIZE PRINCIPLE OF NON- 
ACQUISITION OF TERRITORY BY FORCE. OMISSION OF CALL FOR 
IMMEDIATE, UNCONDITIONAL AND TOTAL WITHDRAWAL WAS "MADE 
UP FOR" BY REFERENCE TO JARRING MEMO, WHICH IN PAST HAD 
BEEN UNRESERVEDLY SUPPORTED BY PERM SC MEMBERS. 
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FOLLOWING VOTE, HUANG HUA (CHINA) CALLED QUESTION ONE OF 
"AGGRESSION VS ANTI-AGGRESSION," OF PALESTINIAN AND OTHER 
ARAB PEOPLES STRIVING FRO NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE AND 
NATIONAL RIGHTS, AND OF "OPPOSING SUPERPOWERS' 

INTERFERENCE AND CONTENTION FOR SPHERES OF INFLUENCE IN 
ME." SINCE DRAFT DID NOT FULLY REFLECT CHARTER PRINCIPLES 
AND CHINESE POSITION, HIS DEL DID NOT PARTICIPATE IN VOTE. 

MADDY (GUINEA), EXPRESSING "TOTAL SOLIDARITY" WITH ARAB 
PEOPLE OF PALESTINE, SAID ALLIES OF ISRAEL SHOULD SEARCH 
THEIR CONSCIENCE MORE PROFOUNDLY. MCINTYRE (AUSTRALIA) 
VOTED FOR RES WHICH, WHILE NOT ALTOGETHER SATISFACTORY, 

"WAS ALL THAT COULD BE HAD." JANKOWITSCH (AUSTRIA) SAID 
WHAT HIS VOTE SHOULD EXPRESS IS FIRM ATTACHMENT TO 
PRINCIPLES IN WIDELY-RECOGNIZED BASIS FOR SOLUTION OF 
ME CONFLICT-RES 242. 

SCALI OBSERVED ME HISTORY WAS "HISTORY OF LOST OPPORTUNITIES" 
AND TODAY S SC ACTION "REPRESENTS ANOTHER OPPORTUNITY 
MISSED." DRAFT HAD BEEN "HIGHLY PARTISAN AND UNBALANCED," 
AND ITS ADOPTION WOULD "HAVE ADDED ANOTHER OBSTACLE TO 
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GETTING SERIOUS NEGOTIATING PROCESS STARTED BETWEEN PARTIES." 
IT WOULD HAVE BEEN "ANOTHER IMPRACTICAL AND COSMETIC 
RESULT, INVOKING UNREAL RATHER THAN REAL WORLD." IT WAS 
CONCERNED WITH "MORAL JUDGMENTS ABOUT PAST" AND WOULD 
HAVE OVERTURNED SC RES 242. US. HE SAID. HOPED ONE DAY 
REALITY WOULD BE FACED THAT "JOB OF PEACE IN AREA - 
PROCEDURES AND ITS CONTENTS-MUST BE ASSUMED BY PARTIES 
THEMSELVES IN UNPREJUDICED WAY.” HE SPOKE OF SERIES OF

GENERAL DEBATE CONTINUED IN COMITE JULY 26 WITH STATEMENTS BY 
TURKEY, NICARAGUA AND HUNGARY. TURKEY FAVORED TWO OPEN-ENDED 
SUBCOMITES, HUNGARY STATED WORK ON CAUSES MUST BE ASSOCIATED 
WITH WORK ON MEASURES, AND NICARAGUA SAID CAUSES MUST NOT 
DELAY MEASURES. AT WEO MEETING CANADIANS REPORTED ON 
LA PROPOSAL FOR ORGANIZATION OF WORK, INCLUDING TWO 
SUBCOMITES WORKING BY CONSENSUS, AND WEO S DECIDED STRATEGY FOR
